The tonnage tax now proposed will 
not directly take much money away 
from the range towns nor prevent ex­ 
travagances so gross as to be corrupt. 
The state of Minnesota profits by 
the mtnfnr: w It* HT* sad other p»*o- 
pies' ore. 
Enormous quantities of 
supplies and farm prodcts are used 
and wages paid out which go into cir­ 
culation. 
The movement of earth and ore on 
the Mesaha range was, up to J a n ­ 
uary, 1913, 50 per cent more than 
the amount moved in the entire orig­ 
inal excavation of the Panam a canal. 
The miners are not taking anything 
that belongs to the state w ithout pay­ 
ing for it. 
When one business or one class of 
property is taxed more in propor­ 
tion to its value than another, there 
should be some reason for it or the 
lawmakers are not fair and honest. 
are violating their oath of office and 
the tax is harm ful. 
People who have large incomes pay 
not only a larger tax, hut a greater 
percentage of tax than those who 
have small incomes. 
Heirs who re­ 
ceive large inheritances pay a g re a t­ 
er percentage than those whose in ­ 
heritances are small. 
The large mine 
operator, when there is a profit in 
mining, m ight pay a greater percent­ 
age than a small operator. 
These 
are admitted by tax authorities to b* 
fair methods of taxation. 
If there Is evil in the mining busi­ 
ness that should carry a penalty, 
well and good. 
The license fee to do 
evil may as well be in the form of 
a tonnage tax as In any oth er form. 
No man claims there is any such 
condition. 
The tonnage tax is 
absolutely 
wrong. 
The man who is working at 
a iw s pays the same as the man m ak­ 
ing a profit. 
Until this year there has been no 
profit for many years to the independ­ 
ent miner or any other miner. 
The 
United States Steel corporation has 
made a profit from its railroads car­ 
rying ore and from its furnaces and 
mills, not from its mining. 
The in­ 
dependent can mine as cheaply as 
the corporation if he Is given a fair 
chance and can sell his ore. 
If It 
were not for the increased 
vesael 
freight (the steel corporation owns 
its boats), the miner this year would 
make a good profit, if he could only 
sell his ore. 
The average business man cannot 
hold on too long at a lost. W ith some 
others, I started exploring for ore 
west of Grand Rapids eight years 
ago with the best equipment and tal­ 
ent. 
We found, after spending near­ 
ly $100,000, one mine containing, ac­ 
cording t<^ Jhe tax commiasion, over 
1.006.000 tons of good ore and two 
mines containing several million tons 
of ore mixed with sand requiring 
treatm ent which the tax commiasion

Washington, Feb. KI.—fSpecial.]—l f 
tho European nations had known what 
was actually lit store for them hack 
yonder In July and August, 11*14. they 
would not have gone to war.

A score of years ago we wont gayly 
to war with Spain because there was 
no horrible picture of war desolation 
before us.

16.— Announce­ 
ment in a 
Berlin 
dispatch received 
that American sailors, brought into 
Berlin on the prize ship Yarrowdale 
as prisoners of war, have been freed 
by the German government brought a 
lessening of the tension felt in offi­ 
cial circles. 
A peremptory demand had been pre­ 
pared by the department of state with 
the approval of President Wilson for 
the release of the men held by Ger­ 
many. 
It w as ready to be sent to the Span­ 
ish ambassador at Berlin for transmis­ 
sion to the German government. There 
were rumors that the note was on its 
way. 
This was officially denied. 
The state department has gathered 
data on the treatment of German sail- 
ore in American ports and it Is believ­ 
ed It was Intended to include this in­ 
formation In the note to Berlin. 
It is 
not thought that the note will be sent 
now. 
Officials 
had 
declared 
their con­ 
fident belief Germany, on receipt of 
the American demand, would free the 
sailors at once. 
Although this action has been tak­ 
en, according to dispatches, there was 
no disposition to admit that the sit­ 
uation as regards the submarine war 
fare has been relieved in the slightest 
of its critical aspect. 


Situation Still Critical. 


The matter of the freeing of the 
American sailors is regarded as en­ 
tirely beside 
the Issue of Illegal IT- 
boat operations. 
Many responsible officials of the ad­ 
ministration have come to the conclu­ 
sion that unless there is a prompt and 
decided change In the general atti­ 
tude of Germany toward the inter­ 
ests of the United States the appear­ 
ance of President Wilson before con­ 
gress to ask authority to aflord protec­ 
tion to American lives and properly 
Is only a matter of days. 
Any douht as to the ruthless char­ 
acter of the newr submarine campaign 
and 
its violation 
of neutral 
rights 
long since has disappeared and the sit 
nation Is made more and more grave 
dally by aggravating Incidents. 
President Wilson himself still was 
moving slowly In order that no serb

Skunk Hides, Weasel and 
Wolf are Taken 


One of the winter industries of 
northern Minnesota that very little 
is known about is that of trapping. 
Nearly every town in the county has 
a number of boys or old professionals 
* ngag* <4 in catching muskrats, weas­ 
els or skunks. 
One trapper brought in a thous­ 
and rat skins from Mille Lacs lake 
a short time tgo. 
Another trapper 
purchased 3.500 skins In one town on [ 
tho M. Ai I. north of here. 
Most of the skins 
are 
sold 
to 
Frank Percy, Oshkosh, Wisconsin, or 
to Funston Bros., St. Louis, or to the 
Northwestern Hide Ar Fur Company, 
Minneapolis. 
The muskrat skins are 
selling for an average of thirty-five 
cents and as they arc easily caught 
especially In the early part of the 
winter the trappers arc enjoying Inm­ 
an za days. 
Weasels are being caught in con­ 
siderable numbers also by local trap 
pere. 
These furs are valued at fifty 
cents or a dollar according to quality, 
A trapper out at Long lake (aught 
nine skunks in one den a few days 
ago. 
The animals had “denned u p ” 
for the winter but wert1 smoked out 
and all captured. 
These skins are 
worth from $1.50 to $5.oo. 
Those 
prices have not been so high for the 
past ten years. 
Even horse hides arc 
bringing 
some w hero near $5.00, 
“ A dead 
horse” is not altogether a bad b a r­ 
gain these days of high prices. 
Minnesota furs rank among the 
very hest. 
Canada furs and Minn* 
sola furs are quoted al about the 
same. 
Alaska furs are a little high­ 
er. 
The colder climates Induce a 
better growth of fur and a tougher 
skin. 
There are a numb* r of people in 
(own who keep posted on th* se lines 
through sporting magazines among 
which the Hunter, Trapper, Trade is 
the bios! popular. 
Along with the trapping I the win­ 
ter fishing in the lakes about Brain­ 
erd. 
Many pickerel are being caught 
and furnish about the nicest meal one 
can hnve in winter.

CITIZENS ARE ASKED 


TO AID ENLISTING 


Washington, Feb. 16—The war de 
partment called on individual citizens, 
patriotic societies and organizations, 
many of which have offered their sort 
ices since the break of relations with 
Germany to help get recruits for the 
ai my. 
It is the first step of tile kind ever 
taken by Hie government in time of 
peace, army officers say. 
A circular letter sent out Is intro 
din cd with a stet* nu ut that those

The degree 
to which the bearings hare been tight­ 
ened usually can be determined by 
turning or rocking the crank shaft. 
Tupping the cap with a ham m er is 
sometimes a good indication to an ex­ 
perienced man of the tightness of the 
bearings. 
It should lie remembered that there 
Is a medium between having the tiear- 
ings excessively tight and too loose, 
TIi«* babbitt will soon burn out In a 
beating which Is too tightly set up, or 
if it floes not burn out*It will wear 
uway rapidly. 
After tin* motor has 
bad Its bearings taken up and ad­ 
justed It Is most advisable to run It 
under light load for several hour* be 
fore using it on the road. 
This will 
aerie to wear in the lienrings, and dur­ 
ing the limlicring up process plenty of 
oil should la* supplied. 
About the 
same procedure Is required In taking 
up any play or looseness in the main 
bearings. 
Possibly the babbitt will 
have to Is* worked down to a smooth 
surface before replacing the cs|is. 


Is a cu t-o u t beneficial to a car, and, if 
so, why? 
W ith most cars that have lieeti run 
for some time the muffler has become 
clogged with carbon to a certain ex­ 
tent, This prevents the rapid exit and 
exjiansion of tin* exhaust gnu, which 
in turn causes back jiressure.

pressure reduces the effective jiressure 
oi th** explosion aud consequently cuts 
down tin* power of th** motor, 
Obvi-

With certain properly designed types 
of mufflers, tests have shown an ur­

Many of the big

fraternity have already signed against 
the order of President Fultz, while 
many others have announced publicly 
and privately that they are not in sym ­ 
pathy with the strike movement aud 
will Nlgu just us soon as they can come 
to u satisfactory agreement with their 
employers on tile salary question. 
It is Nimidv a case of playing politics 
with some of the players. 
They are 
using tile fraternity order as un excuse 
for not signing their contracts with 
the hoi ie Unit the club owners will be­ 
come frightened and raise the ante a 
bit In order to Induce them to put their 
names to a contract. So far, however, 
there appears to lie no evidence on the 
jairt of th** owners that they will 
weaken iii their stand, and the result is 
thut quite a number of jilayers have 
wav en *il and sent hi their contracts 
with tile request that their names lie 
kept s<*eret tint n the present differences 
are adjusted., it might be interesting 
to Mr. Fultz lf fie knew just how many 
members of the fraternity have ex- 
pressed their disajqirovul of ills strike 
threats and liuve notified the club own­ 
ers that they will sign w hen the projier 
time comes.
